COURTS SENDING | LABOUR REFORMERS, 


HOW THEY WOULD ALTER 
PROCEDURE. 


Believing that the ‘machinery of 
government is in need of reform and 
that it fails to express the will of the 
people, the Labour Party appointed a 
sub-committee to find out what, in the 
party's opinion, ought to be done. 

This sub-committee (writes a Politi- 
cal correspondent) has reported at 
great length on various points. 

Chief among the recommendations is 
the need for strengthening the author- 
ity of the House of Commons as 
against the Cabinet.
